Mr. President—As it is highly proba- 


ble tluit our proceedings on this nomi- 
nation will be published,! deem it pro- 
per to state shortly the considerations 
which influenced my opinion, and will 
decide my vote. 


I rrgard this as a very important and 


delicate question. 
It is full of respon- 


sibility ; and I feel the whole force of all 
that responsibility. 
While I have been 


in the Senate, I have opposed no nomi- 
nation of the President except 
for 


cause; and I have at all times thought 
that such cause should be plain, and 
sufficient; that it should be real and 
substantial, not unfounded or fanciful. 


I have never desired, and du not 


now desiie, to encroach, in the slight- 
est degree, on the Constitutional pow- 
ers of the Chief Magistrate of the Na- 
tion. 
I have heretofore gone far, very 


far, in assenting to nominations which 
have been submitted to us. 
I voted for 


the appointment of all the gentlemen 
who composed the first Cabinet; I have 
opposed no nomination of a foreign 
Minister; and I have not opposed the 
nominations recently before us, for the 
re-organization o! the Administration. 
I have always been especially anxious, 
that in al! matters relating to our inter- 
course with other nations, the utmost 
harmony, the greatest unity of purpose, 
should exist between the President and 
the Senate. 
I know how much of use- 


fulness such harmony and union are 
calculated 10 produce. 


I am now fully aware, Sir, that it is a 


serious, a very serious matter, to vote 
against the confirmation of a Minister 
to a Foreign Court, who has already 
gone abroad, and has been received, and 
accredited,by the Government to which 
he is sent. 
I am aware, that the rejec- 


tion of this nomination, and the neces- 
sary recall of the Minister, will be re- 
garded by foreign Slates, at the first 
blush, as-not in the highest degree fa- 
vorable lo the character of our Govern- 
ment. I know, moreover, to what in- 
jurious reflections one may subject 
himself, especially in times of party ex- 
citement, by giving a negative vote, on 
such a nomination. 
But after all, I am 


placed here to discharge a duty. 
I am 


not to go through a formality ; I am to 
perform a substantial and responsible 
duty. 
I am to advise the President in 


matters of appointment. This is my 
constitutional obligation; and I shall 
perform it conscientiously and fearless- 
ly. I am bound to say, then, sir. that 
for one, I do not advise nor consent to 
this nomination. I do not think it a fit 
and proper nomination ; and my rea- 
sons are found in the letter of Instruc- 
tions, written by Mr Van Buren,on the 
20th of July, ]829,to Mr. McL-uie, then 
going to the Court of England, as A- 
merican Minister. 
I think those in- 


structions derogatory, in a high degree, 
to the character and honor of the coun- 
try. 
I think they show a manifest dis- 


position, in the writer of them, to es- 
tablish a distinction between his Coun- 
try and his Party; to place that party 
above the country ; to make interest, at 
a foreign Court, for that party, rather 
than for the country; to persuade the 
English Ministry and the English Mo- 
narch, that they had an interest in main- 
taining, in the United States, the as- 
cendancy of the Party to which the 
•writer belonged. Thinking thus of the 
purpose and object of these instruc- 
tions, I cannot be of opinion that their 
author is a proper Representative of the. 
United States at that Court. There- 
fore it is. that I propose to vole against 
his nomination.

Canning then, si'', 
who told us that all our trade with the 
West Indies was a boon* granted to us 
by the indulgence of England.

FROM ENGLAND. 


By the British barque George Wil- 


liamson, at Charleston, we have London 
papers of the Isl and Liverpool of the 
2d December. 


The Cholera still prevailed at Sun- 


derland, but the daily number of deaths 
does nol appear to have increased.— 
On the 28th Nov. there were 8 deaths. 
The whole number of cases, since the 
disease made its appearance at lhat 
place, was 294—Dealhs 86. 
A call is 


made upon the public aulhorilies, in 
the Liverpool Mercury of the 3d ult. 
to adopt the necessary precaution for 
preventing its introduction into lhat 
place. 


Great and increasing distress is said 


to exisl amongsl ihe threat mass of ihe 
poorer classes in Ireland. 


The operatives in Paisley, Scotland, 


who are 
principally engaged in Ihe 


manufacture of Shawls and of Muslins, 
are lepresented to be in great distress 
from the want of employment ; which 
is attributed to the delay in the passage 
of ihe Reform Bill, which has operated 
to create distrust in both manufactu- 
rers and purchasers.

The political horizon of Europe pre- 


sents the same aspect which it has worn 
for the last eighteen months. 
On one 


side, clouds of dark and threatening 
aspect melt quickly away, and leave a 
blue and placid .sky; while the other, 
which was clear and calm, becomes 
suddenly overcast, and threatens a 
dreadful storm—Poland being dispo- 
sed of and Belgium put to sleep, there 
seemed nothing to do; bul from appear- 
ances, Germany is likely lo give trou- 
ble to its masters, who seem sitting 
quielly on a sleeping volcano. You 
will see that the question of the prom- 
ised constitutions is again pressed up- 
on the Governments, who seem very 
much disinclined to budge from their 
positions, until they are thrashed into 
movement. 
In Bavaria, strong'symp- 


loms of uneasiness are manifesting 
themselves, and nothing but the great 
popularity of the King keeps ihe peo- 
ple from demanding their rights.. 


The King of Holland has acted, as I 


foretold in my last that he probably 
would, and the etui of ail the London 
Protocoling business proves thai it was 
only a temporizing and partial conces- 
sion on the part of the Powers. 
Wil- 


liam virtually refuses lo abide by ihe 
decisions—he says he will not disarm 
—and do you not see lhat in this he 
must be backed by olher powers?— 
Would he dare, in the face of Russia, 
Prussia, Austria, France and England, 
lo have made such a declaration as that 
in his last official communication?— 
No. 
Russia must be playing a double 


game, and the Germanic Conledera- 
tion, as well as Prussia, secretly en- 
courage ihe King ol" Holland to contin- 
ue in his threalening aspect.

Coal.—We see an interestingsynopsis 


of the several seams of coal in the New 
Castle district. England. 
The thick- 


est of the seams does not exceed six 
feet six inches, and the average is not 
more than three feet. A few of the 
mines are at the depth of about 20 fa- 
thoms (120 feet) from the surface—but 
the majority will avarage 100 fathoms, 
and one mine is worked at the depth of 
185 fathoms, or 1,110 feet—several at 
from 700 feet to 900. 


The coals of Pennsylvania, as well 


anthracite in the eastern or bituminous 
in the western part of thestate,very gen- 
erally lie near the surface, and their 
thickness is from six to twenty-five (Vet 
above the water level. 
Only one mine, 


and that by way of experiment, has 
been worked below that level, and the 
result proved satisfactory. 
It is stated 


that, at the mouth of the pits in Schuyl- 
ki'l county, coal may be had for one 
dollar per ton. 
This seems cheap e- 


nou^h. 
The only thing then that ap- 


pears necessary, is to reduce the cost of 
transportation ; and that this will soon 
be accomplished in its fullest extent, 
cannot be doubted. 
If anthracite coal 


could be furnished at 5 dollars per ton, 
it would be the cheapest fuel that can 
be used, even in Baltimore, or about 
the same as oak wood at 3 dollars n 
cord. That it will be permanently sold 
for less than that price at Philadelphia, 
must be expected. The bituminous 
cool which abounds on the waters of 
the Potomac. Ohio, Sec is yet much 
cheaper at the mouth of the pits than 
the anthracite.

and to be called the Paskewiich, after 
the conqueror of Warsaw. 
The Rus- 


sians think there was never such a ves- 
sel as the Kensington. 
On his Majes- 


ty's barge leaving the ship, the crew 
gave three cheers, and the crew of his 
barge returned three cheers, when the 
ship fired a salute of twenty-one guns. 
The same clay the Emperor ordered a 
present of 200 ducats to be divided a- 
mong the crew, and thus ended this 
splendid affair. ' The Emperor was in 
a-i undress uniform of die Imperial 
Guards, green frock coat, with silver 
epauletts, blue pantaloons, and white 
cap, and made a fine appearance. 
He 


is over six feel in height, well propor- 
tioned, graceful and dignified, fair com- 
plexion, with rather a German face, 
sedate and t h o u g h t f u l , shaded with a 
little melancholy, with very intelligent 
mild blue eyes. 


He is about 30 years of age, and take 


him all in all, the finest looking man I 
have seen in Russia." 


Discovery of JJncietil Ruins in Centra/ 


America.—A late number of the London 
Literary Gazette contains a letter from 
Lieut. Col. Gaiindo. at Peten, in Cen- 
tral America, giving some idea of those 
antiquities which rescue ancient Amer- 
ica from the charge of barbarism.— 
These ruins extend for more than twen- 
ty miles, and must anciently have cm- 
braced a city and its suburbs. 
The 


principal edifice is supposed to have 
been a palace, formed of two rows ol 
galleries eight feet wide, separated by 
walls a yard thick ; the height of the 
walls 10 the eaves is nine feet, and thence 
three yards more to the top. 
I he 


stones of which all the edifice are built, 
are about eighteen inchi-s long, nine 
broad and two thick, cemented by mor 
tar. 
The front of the palace contained 


five lofty and wide doors. 
Numerous 


statues of stone are scattered about.— 
In another building, which Col G call: 
the study, are numerous full length fig 
ures, of about 6 feet high, some of them 
holding naked infants on their right 
arms, and not in the manner of the mod 
ern Indian women, who always set 
their children astride on their hips 
A 


place of religious worship and a prison, 
complete the list of buildings enumera 
ted by Col G. 


"The whole of the ruins." says Col 


G. are buried in a thick forest, and 
months might be delightfully employed 
in exploring them. 
I have seen suffi- 


cient to ascertain the high civilization 
of the former inhabitants, and that they 
possessed the art of representing sounds 
by signs, with which I have hitherto 
believed no Americans previous to the 
conquest 
were 
acquainted "—"The

distanl contains remains of the ancient 
labors of its people—bridges, reser- 
voirs, monumental inscriptions,subter- 
raneous edifices, Sec." 
''Every thing 


bears testimony that these surprising 
people were not physically dissimilai 
from the present Indians: but their civ- 
ilization far surpassed that of the Mex- 
icans & Peruvians ; they must have ex- 


long prior to the fourteenth cen- 


tury. 
When the Indians, who at pres- 


ent inhabit the neighborhood of these 
ruins, are asked who built them, they 
reply "the devil.''

with wounded feet, refused the privi- 
lege of riding their own horses. From 
the Cherokee country, they were taken 
through the Georgia towns and villa- 
ges, as if for spectacles for the public 
gaze, and the cruel taunts of a people 
bribed by the land-lottery system, to 
sustain their rapacious government.—• 
This last sentence is not the language 
of Ridge. 
His story was full of pathos 


and feeling, but not intended for excite- 
ment. 
He is a plain man. who speaks 


right on, not knowing that he has words, 
nor utterance, nor t -the power of speech 
to stir men's blood ;" and yet there was 
not an unmoved heart, nor an eye in the 
room, that did not glitter with the tears 
of pity.
